Alberta's Minister of Agriculture 
Banqueted in Lisburn, Ire- 
[land, by His Friends. 


Hon W. | T. Finlay, minister of agri- 
culture for. Alberta, who is “it. pres- 
ent visiting his old home in Ireland, 
iw being signally honored by his 
ftiends in Lisburn, of which tewn he 
was a citizen 35 years ago, 

“On October 2 he was tendered a 
camplimentary bahquet, and the 
Northern Whig, of Belfast, published 
thie following account of the affatr, 

The visit of the Hon W. T. Finlay, 
Minister of Agriculture, Alberta, @an 
ada, was made the occasion last eve- 
nig of an interesting function, 
Which took place in the Assembly 
Rooms, Lisburn, An old resident of 
Li#burn, Mr. Finlay, some thirty-five 
yefrs ago, migrated to Canada, where 
after an arduous and strenous career 
in which suecess has crowned his ef 
forts, he has been appointed the Min- 
ister of Agriculture for she Provinee 
of Alberta. Circumst@nces having 
obliged him to pay a visit to this 
country, a number of his old friends 
and acquaintances in Lisburn availed 
tifemselves of the occasion to pay him 
a merited compliment. The proposal

The Hon, T. Finlay, in respond- 
ing, said it was a great pleasure to 
him, after an absence of some thirty- 
five years, to find so many friends in 


this country, and he thought in 
speaking to them that evening his 
time would be most profitably spent 
in telling them of the great Dominion 
of Canada, which in later years had 
been growing more rapidly than any 
other colony under the British crown 
When he reached Canada in the year 
1874 he setiled down in the eastern 
part of it—Toronto and Montreal, He 
remained in that vicinity for several 
years, but, as it was somewhat thick- 
ly populated even then, he thought he 
would stand a better chance by gett- 
ing further west, and proceeded to 
Manitoba.

_ SPARK ARRESTER

By Two Edmonton Workmen—May 
Mean Much to Coal Industry 
in This District. 


One of the factors in the 
eprogress and development of the Kd- 
Monton district lies in the industrial 
use of the immense Cretaceous lignite 
) deposits underlying the whole country 
surrounding the city. The ease with 
Which this surface coal can be mined, 
the undoubted good qualities which it 
possesses for domestic purposes, has 
formed one of the strongest reasons 
for the faith which exists in the mind 
of all Kdmontonians as to the future 
of the district. However optimistic 
people aay have been in the past, it 
must be admitted that the finding o! 
the railway commission as to the use 
of lignite coal for locomotive pur 
yoses, gave that optimism more = 01 
ios a set back, 

One cf the foremost railroaders of 
the country was recently reported to 
the effeét iat his company intended 
to tap the bituminous measures of the 
foothills neat the Yellowhead Pass 
ior their supply, and things looked 
fs though the undertakings of Morin- 
Ville and Clover Bar were to be de- 
hied one of the greatest markets for 
the disposal of their output—railway 
nuse—an output which they can in 
erease at will in proportion to the 
demand, 

The situation for the mining intet 
@sta of the district, after the investi- 
gation of Mr. Ogilvie and the official 
pronouncement of Mr. Dillinger 
Aagiingh the use of lignite on account 
OF Me danger of fire through its use, 
became blacker than it had been for 
some time Not only were the min- 
ing interests to be afieeted by the 
abolition of the use of lignite, but the 
whole district would suffer through 
the narrowing down of the market te 
domestic use only, and the s:erchants 
ot Edmonton would lose in proportion 
as the wage bill of the different min- 
jng companies were reduced, The 
situation, fraught with sinister clouds 
to many interests in the district, was 
not, without its silver lin

The Spark Arrester, 

A representative of the Bulletin 
was invited to a workshop in the 
west end of the city to view a patent 
smoke stack designed to overcome 
the spark danger ‘by two workmen 
who, in the daily performance of thet 
tesks, had been in practical contact 
with the soft coal difficulty. The use 
of lignite, its faults and failings, were 
well known to them, No virtue of the 
expensive imported black diamond of 
Pittsburg had not been earefully con- 
noted in their minds. The relative 
costs and difficulties involved in the 
use of both as a means of power were 
eareiully weighed and considered, and 
with all the facts-at their finger ends, 


Messrs, Hall and Hawker, the two 
gentlemen in question, sought by 
means of an ingenious contrivance, to 


place the local product in advance of 
the imported article for railroad use 
Briefly, they designed a smoke stack 
possessing the property of abolishing 
the fire evil by preventing the emi 
sion of sparks. 

Evolved a New Idea. 

This idea of a patent smoke stack 
is by no means a new one. Several 
inventions aiming at the same end 
have been attempted in the United 
States and elsewhere, but these tw 
Edmonton inventors, working in their 
spare hours and in face of some diffi 
culties, sought and attempted some 
thing entirely new in the way of 1 
non-spark-emitting smoke stack. Hith 
erto, the sereen had been considered 
inseparable from any attempt to at 
reat the all-destructive spark, but 
Messrs, Hawker and Hall, seeing the 
difficuities caused jby the choking © 
the sereen and its non-arrestment of 
the atom of the fire evil, strove and 
ultimately discovered a means-of pre 
venting the emission of sparks with 
out the use of screens, This they have 
accomplished ‘by an ingenious = ar- 
rangement of tubes, set at an angle 
in the stack, which has proven a com 
plete success in experiment. 

Submitted to Test. 

Not content with having worked 
out in theory their plans for making 
the use of lignite possible and profit 
able for locomative purposes, the two 
inventors submitted their model to 
the severest.tests. The first of these 
took place on the track between Kd 
monton and Strathcona in the latter 
part of August, when the smoke stack 
proved a complete success in a test 
involving the freighting of many cars 
over a heavy grade, The next test 
consisted in a run over the C; N. BR 
to Vermilion, when one of the inven 
tors sat perched hy a position te view 
the working out-of the invention, Tt 
surpassed expectations, The run was 
made with a saving of three tons of 
run with 


coal over that of a similar 
the straight stack, The journey wa» 
completed with a minimum of visk 


to the adjoining fields by sparks, few, 
if any, being emitted, and Messrs. 
Hawker and Hall are convinced that 
they have a smoke stack w hieh, he- 
sides abolishing the danger of fire, 
gives an economy in tonnage of the 
local lignite coal over the expensive 
imported article. The cost of manu 
facturing the stack is small, the, ai 
rangement being simple, while the ul- 
timate results to both the — railway 
companies and the mining interests 
of this district are Nnealeulable. 

The price of Pittsburg coal is well 
over $10 per ton, almost five times 
that for which the local coal compan- 
ies are prepared (o deliver their pro- 
duet to the railways, The Vermilion 
teat showed greater safety by using 
the amoke stack with the local pro 
duct than that obtained by the use of 
the Pittsburg coal without the use of 
the smoke stack. The results secur- 
ed by ites use means that before long 
the Pittsburg article will no longer be 


used, and the coal industry of the 
Edmonton district will receive a tre 
mendous impetus This consumma 


tion, devoutly to be wished, is entire 
ly due to the efforts of the two rail- 


waymen who have devoted their at cugae and spirits,

panies will mean a well-earned re

Railroad Methods. Refreshments 
in Dining Car. 


London, Oct. 21.—What is unques- 
tionably the finest railway train in 
Great Britain has just been placed 
upon the London & Northwestern 
Railway. The total cost of the train, 
which is in three sections of eight 
ears each, was something over 
$300,000, 

Heretofore the luxury waich char- 
acterizes this train, or rather series of 
trains, has been confined to the roy- 
al ‘‘special” train, which has been 
placed at the service of King Edward 
and his immediate family. Nothing 
approaching it has ever before been 
attempted even for the use of peers of 
the realm. But the comfort-loving 
traveler, with his bottomless pocket 
and free spending hand has ericourag- 
ed the railway to try costly innova- 
tions. Carte blanche was given to the 
car builders and the result is what the 
English declare to be the “‘finest train 
in Europe,”’ 

The new train de luxe runs from 
Euston station, London, to the River- 
side station, Liverpool, and back 
again, Its first trip was made in con- 
nection with the new giant Cunard 
turbine, the Lusitania, 

Although the new train has been 
built along English lines, with the 
compartments abutting on a general 
corridor, an attempt has been made to 
straddle the fence, so to speak, For 
instance, the first-class carriages are 
the first in England to embody the 
swinging chairs such as one sees in 
the Pullman parlor cars in Amerie 

In the dining car also the American 
example is followed closely. Such 
luxuries—for Kngland—as real Man- 
hattan cocktails, mint juleps and gin 
fizzes are ready to hand. All the cars 

first, second and third class—are 
lighted by electricity and aneelectric 
push button, by which an attendant
